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January  saw  the  first  Pacifica  National  Board  Meeting  of  the  year 
in  Houston  Texas.  At  this  meeting,  in  addition  to  the  General 
Managers,  board  members  and  national  staff  convening,  the 
Program  Directors,  News  Directors,  and  Public  Affairs  Directors 
from  all  five  Pacifica  stations  also  gathered  for  three  days  of 
discussions  on  national  programming  for  Pacifica  in  1988. 
Several  months  ago  after  the  last  national  meeting  I  reported  on 
Pacifica's  historic  decision  to  establish  a  pool  of  $80,000  for 
national  programming  projects,  to  be  utilized  by  all  five  stations 
in  1988.  1987  marked  the  beginning  of  this  effort  with  a  number 
of  powerful  broadcasts  including: 


The  Iran -Contra  Hearings. 

The  Bork  Hearings, 

The  Kennedy  Hearings. 

The  National  March  on  Washington 

The  Pacifica  South  African  Christmas  Special. 


This  year  the  elections  and  campaign  coverage  arc  at  the  top  of  the  agenda.  Proposals  and 
strategies  were  discussed  and  plans  were  developed  for  convention  coverage,  a  series  of 
consecutive  nationally  broadcast  speeches  by  national  figures  originating  m  each  of  the 
five  station  cities,  and  a  weekly  magazine  beginning  in  March  of  election  and  campaign 
coverage  leading  up  to  the  elections.  Other  ideas  for  national  cultural  and  public  affau-s 
projects  were  discussed.  This  is  an  exciting  project  that  has  already  shown  significant 
rewards  and  impact  for  Pacifica,  financially  as  well  as  with  increased  credibility  and 
visibility.  More  information  will  be  provided  in  the  coming  months. 

There  was  also  a  considerable  amount  of  time  spent  in  Houston,  discussing  caoital 
campaigns  around  the  foundation.  Several  stations,  KPFA  in  Berkeley,  WPFW  in 
Wasnnigton  D.C.  and  WBAI  and  the  Pacifica  Radio  Archives  in  Los  Angeles  are  all 
planning  moves  within  the  next  three  years.  New  buildings,  new  studios  and  major 
fundiaising  activities  all  add  up  to  a  tremendous  amount  of  work  and  energy,  in  addition  to 
managing  the  day  to  day  operations  of  each  unit.  A  capital  campaigns  project  was 
developed,  and  an  allocation  was  made  to  help  support  the  individual  units  during  this 
period.  KPFK  itself  is  undergoing  a  major  capital  improvement  as  1  have  been  regularly 
mentioning,  with  our  new  equipment  installation.  Actual  start  date  of  the  project  looks 
close  to  Feoruary  IsL 

Lastly  there  was  some  bad  news  in  Houston,  which  happened  shortly  after  the  last  Report 
to  the  Listener  was  written.  Lighming  struck  KPFTs  transmitter  causing  a  fire  which 
destroyed  their  antennae.  Houston  was  off  the  air  for  close  to  a  week,  and  ihc  station  and 
the  foundation  had  to  quickly  come  up  with  about  $70,000  to  get  the  station  broadcasting 
again.

The  KPFK-Califomia  Arts  Council  Apprenticeshm  Training  Program  will  be  officially 
accepting  applications  in  the  month  of  February.  Tnis  program  is  designed  to  increase  the 
participation  of  women  and  people  of  color  in  the  broadcasting  environment,  with 
substantial  training  and  sum)ort  in  journalistic,  technical,  and  production  skills 
development.  The  hire  for  a  Training  Coordinator  is  currently  in  puKcss  and  should  be 
completed  by  the  15th  of  February.  All  interested  applicants  should  contact  the  station 
after  February  15lh.  More  information  will  be  pro\idcd  on-air  in  the  coming  month. 
Production  Director  Maricel  Pagulayan  will  be  the  immediate  coniaci  person  until  the 
Training  Coordinator  is  hired. 

As  of  this  writing  prc-rcoistration  for  the  one-day  conference  sponsored  by  FAIR,  KPFK, 
the  LA  Weekly,  and  the  Midnight  Special  Bookstore  is  going  quite  well.  A  full  report  will 
be  included  in  next  month's  issue.
